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Having first picked up the instrument several 
years ago at the suggestion of a friend. Tiffany began 
taking more structured, classical lessons but soon foimd 
herself preferring the more free-form Celtic and Bluegrass 
styles of music. 

"For me, (Classical music) was too strict, too 
structured," she said. "You need some structure, but it 
was too much for me. I learn by ear — 1 do read music, 
but I try to learn more by ear. 1 just think it sounds more 
traditional. If you read music, there's a certain way you 
have to play it." 

Over the past few years Tiffany has blossomed 
into a well-known and highly-regarded musician, and has 
done well on the competitive circuit, while also perform- 
ing solo gigs and with a group of other teenaged, Boston- 
based fiddlers called 5 AM. She likes playing a variety 
of musical styles but admittedly excels in Celtic or Irish 
fiddle music. Lately she's also taken to learning a Texas 
style of fiddle playing which is fast and upbeat — some- 
thing akin to music played at square dances. 

Between performing, competing and offering 
private fiddle lessons. Tiffany has just enough time to 
look ahead and hopes to continue with a possible career 
in music ... although she's planning on having a "backup" 
option, just in case. 

"I've been looking into applying to Berklee (Col- 
lege of Music), but the thing about going to Berklee is 
then my whole life would be music," she said. "So I was

Among some of the recently-com- 
pleted projects: they have replaced the float at the bath- 
ing beach with help from Brownell's Boatyard; they are 
working with Fields Engineering to look at the wharves to 
come up with a ten-year repair and renovation plan; and, 
last but not least, they received their newly-purchased 
Harbormaster's boat last Friday. 

"We're still outfitting it and shaking it down a 
bit," Mr. Mach said. "We'd like to thank Town Meeting

I found a baby bird on the ground. What should 

I feed it? 

Baby birds are frequently found near their nests. If 
the bird has no feathers, try to find the nest and put 
the bird back. If the bird is mobile and feathered, 
keep dogs and cats away from the area and the 
mother bird will probably feed and care for it. 

/ thought that if I touched the bird the mother bird 
would smell my scent and would reject the baby. 
That's an old wives' tale as birds have poor senses 
of smell.

and the Mattapoisett Boatyard for their ongoing assis- 
tance with re-gridding the harbor. "He's been more than 
generous to donate the use of his time and men (to as- 
sist)," he said. "This would have cost us a fortune to do it 
any other way." 

Mr. Mach said the gridding project should con- 
tinue through the current boating season and into the 
next. At that time, he plans to take inventory of the moor- 
ing waiting list and give them the first opportunity at any 
new spaces which have opened up. After that, those with 
existing moorings who have requested a transfer will also 
be considered. "I'm anticipating that the transfer list will 
simply go away," Mr. Mach said. 

To that end, Mr. Mach said the Mattapoisett Yacht 
Club had also asked him about offering a couple of moor- 
ings for visiting boats in the harbor.

the 351 cities and towns in Massachusetts as clients. 

"I've used Virtual Town Hall in several mu- 
nicipalities," Chairman Lombard said. "It provides you 
with the opportunity to (post) the minutes of the meet- 
ings ... (and) all the boards should do that. The problem 
that usually happens is people aren't that proficient in 
getting their minutes filed. I think it's important to get 
information out to everybody relative to Town Meeting. 
We would have the ability to post (warrant) drafts which 
could be downloaded online. That would be my first (pri- 
ority) to get done." 

The estimated start-up cost for the service would 
be about $9,300 initially, with an annual maintenance and 
licensing fee charged thereafter. 

"A lot of cities and towns are using this service," 
Chairman Lombard said. "It's a proven product." 

Mr. Botelho said they have money available 
within their operating budget to purchase the Virtual 
Town Hall service should the board wish to do so. 

At 6:45 pm the board met with Bob Atkinson and 
Robert Cattley of the Mattapoisett Library Building Com- 
mittee to discuss their revised and pared down expansion 
and renovation project. 

"This is really a status report and I just want you 
to know that after a recovery period, trying to understand 
why we lost (voter support), we've developed a program 
which we think responds to the town's concerns," Mr. At- 
kinson said.

as anti-cost." 

Mr. Atkinson said their key objectives here were 
to reduce the overall project cost to less than $5 million; 
reduce the town's share of that to less than $1 million 
(from the previously-requested $1.8 million); and not raise 
the tax rate in the process. 

"The bottom line is if we're successful at ac- 
complishing this, we'll end up with spending much less 
money," Mr. Atkinson said. 

Having gone back to the drawing board, as it 
were, Mr. Atkinson noted there were several changes and 
adjustments the committee faced, including: reducing the 
Library Building Costs by $528,000 (9 percent); getting an 
extension of the previously-awarded state grant through

August 30; holding the previous contractor and subcon- 
tractor bids until September 30; getting an extension from 
the School Committee to continue using their interim 
space; and securing the USDA Community Development 
Loan at a reduced fixed rate of 4.125 percent, which is still 
available for the library project. 

"As long as we have a plan that makes sense, 
they'll keep (our options) open," Mr. Atkinson said. "So, 
our plan is to go back before (Special Town Meeting) on 
October 24, 2005." 

According to Mr. Cattley, they were able to shave 
some $138,000 from construction costs, about $190,000 of 
costs within the building, and cut their contingency fund 
in half, thereby saving another $200,000. 

"From the funding standpoint, we still have the 
$1,625 million which has been privately raised, the state 
grant (in place) for $1,575 million, and the $500,000 al- 
located at the 2002 Town Meeting," Mr. Cattley said. "So 
now we're asking for $919,394 (at the October 24 Special 
Town Meeting)." 

Mr. Atkinson argued that if they simply upgraded 
the existing library to meet all the requirements of the 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA), it would cost the 
town an estimated $890,000 out-of-pocket expense. For 
just about another $30,000 they can renovate and expan- 
sion the entire facility. 

After praising the library committee for com- 
ing back with a pared-down and more palatable funding 
request. Chairman Lombard countered the notion that he

was against "raising taxes." 

"You said I don't want to raise taxes ... that's not 
true, I'm against overrides," Chairman Lombard corrected. 
"I just want people in this town to realize all the financial 
impacts that are hitting them. Nobody in this town has 
received their sewer betterment yet, and thaf s coming. 
On next year's tax bill, everyone's going to see the impact 
of the school bonds. I am not against a new library, but 
when I saw the (original) $6 million figure, I was taken 
aback. Right now we're on a recovery period and trying to 
get back on track with spending in this town. In addition 
to that ... there's other issues coming before us like a new 
Fire Station." 

Likewise, Selectman CoUyer listed several con- 
cerns after reading the revised library proposal and ques- 
tioned whether there were ways to apply for environmen- 
tal grants and so-called "green" funds available to projects 
which incorporate environmentally-friendly aspects like 
solar heating and low-use water fixtures. 

"One of the things we're going to do this time 
around is do a better job with educating the public," 
Mr. Atkinson said. "I think an awful lot of people didn't 
understand the whole ADA compliance issue and the fact 
that (the state grant) money, if if s not used, is going to 
disappear. It's a seven- to ten-year state deferral. People 
just think we'll be able to extend it ... and we won't." 

"If (the library project) doesn't happen this Oc- 
tober, it's not going to happen for a long time," Library 
Director Judy Wallace agreed.

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, August 15 
at 6:55 pm by Chairman Gary Laboa. Also present were 
Selectman Richard Nunes, Selectman Bradford Morse, 
Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first approved the minutes of the Au- 
gust 1 meeting and then met with Town Planner Randall 
Kunz to discuss a few "housekeeping issues."

Mr. Kunz also informed the board about the need 
to update the town's Master Plan and the implementation 
of a phased development by-law. 

"1 just wanted that to be in the back of your 
heads," Mr. Kunz said. "I don't think there's anything for 
you to do other than add (an action item) to my list." 

Mr. Kunz said updating the Master Plan to 
include a more controlled "phased development" would 
better prepare them for future large-scale projects like the 
proposed Striar and Lorusso developments, both of which 
have challenged the town's existing by-laws. 

Although updates to the Master Plan require 
projected planning for future town growth, Mr. Kunz said 
he hopes the plan will be in line with other town entities. 

"I'm really worried about offending the schools 
or the new water district because we might be promising 
things that they're not prepared to do," Mr. Kunz said. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with resident Edward 
Zyskowski regarding town property on Pine Street which 
he formerly owned and still continues to farm. 

"We have a situation where we have a private 
entity operating on a piece of town-owned property," 
Chairman Laboa said. "That might not be a good situation 
for the town. The town might have some liability issues." 

Mr. Zyskowski said he was never informed previ- 
ously that the town wanted him to stop farming the prop-

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erty, and he felt it was better to keep cultivating the land 
than leave it to grow over and become a potential eyesore. 

"I have about half of (the 20 acres) planted," Mr. 
Zyskowski said. "To me, it looks nice to see something 
(growing) there. It gives people more respect for the prop- 
erty. If people see crops there, they tend to respect that. I 
coimt on those crops for a portion of my income." 

"We can give (Mr. Zyskowski) a license to use the 
property," Mr. Huntoon said. "We're not using the prop- 
erty now ... it's nice to see it being used." 

Mr. Zyskowski said he does carry liability insur- 
ance for his other landscaping business and he suggested 
that might also cover the farming on the property in ques- 
tion.

Although the board seemed agreeable to this 
compromise, they still wanted to consult with Town 
Counsel to make sure they are legally covered. 

"I think we need to ask (Town Counsel) ... to pro- 
tect us from any liability issues," Chairman Laboa said. 
"We can make it an annual, renewable license. Obviously, 
someday the town might want to do something with the 
property, but until then we're not using it." 

Mr. Zyskowski thanked the board for being so 
understanding and agreeable, adding he's one of the last 
farmers still working in Rochester. 

"I'm the last of my line — after I'm done, I'm 
done," Mr. Zyskowski said. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon reported the town's insurance claims for the 
past 24 months have been running lower than overall 
Pljonouth County claims, based on a recent audit. He also 
advised they need to appoint an employees' representa- 
tive to serve on the Personnel Board.

Laser Treatment of Spider Veins 




Spider veins are networks of small veins 
in the skin. While some people do report 
that the veins are uncomfortable, causing a 
burning or itching sensation, they are in no 
way dangerous. Spider veins do not cause 
a disability nor are they indicative of any 
other disease. As such, no insurance covers 
their treatment—it is considered a "cosmetic 
procedure". 

That said, most people who have exten- 
sive spider veins truly hate them. They are 
easily treated with laser or with injections. 
Neither of these treatments will totally

fc*!^ Juti years is anotherbland PG-13 "thriller" with a big- 
deal twist ending. Something must' ve been in the 
air back in the late '80s, which saw two voodoo 
flicks within seven months of each other: 1987's 
The Believers, in which Martin Sheen's wife faced death by blender in 
the first five minutes, and 1 988's The Serpent and the Rainbow, in which 
Bill Pullman got a nail driven where a man never wants a nail driven. 
I'm not a fan of either movie, but they had a zesty ludicrousness. The 
same can't be said for The Skeleton Key, which spends a lot of its time 
distancing itself from the very subject that ostensibly sets it apart. 

Kate Hudson, who just a few years ago seemed poised for better 
things, is kindly nurse Caroline Ellis, who doesn't like it when her pa- 
tients die alone and unmourned. So she answers an ad for a caretaker in 
New Orleans. Her charge is a retired antiques dealer, Ben (John Hurt), 
who suffered a debilitating stroke in his attic and is not expected to live 
much longer. Ben's wife Violet (Gena Rowlands, whose choice of good 
projects has fallen tragically since John Cassavetes died) seems vaguely 
sinister; she is described as "old South" despite not having much of an 
accent. She hires Caroline warily, entrusting her with a key that opens 
every door in the house except one. 

Spooky things happen. Ben seems agitated; he scrawls "HELP 
ME" on his sheets, then tries to escape out of his second-floor window. 
Could Violet be trying to kill Ben? Why are all the mirrors in the house 
locked away? What, if anything, does this have to do with a pair of 
voodoo practitioners who, back in the '20s, were found trying to teach 
an ancient ritual to a couple of children and were then lynched? Sadly, 
I can't answer these questions, but I can ask another one: If a character 
who has been a nonsmoker throughout the movie dramatically lights a 
cigarette at the end, wouldn't he or she at least cough a little? Last time 
I chatted with the Surgeon General, smoke has the same effect on lungs 
regardless of supernatural influence. 



The Skeleton Key might have made for a gripping 44 minutes on 
The Twilight Zone or The X-Files. Drawn out to an hour and 44 minutes, 
it dawdles far too long on scenes between Caroline and a nice young 
lawyer (Peter Sarsgaard), or scenes in which Caroline basically takes 
a self-taught Voodoo for Dummies course. The problem with voodoo 
as a movie subject, of course, is that its creepiness comes enfolded in 
black skin, which might've gone over back in the days of / Walked 
with a Zombie (1943) but comes off tacky (to say the least) today. The 
movie, as I said, approaches voodoo glancingly, somewhat reverently, 
as if to mute the forbidden electricity that voodoo films used to have: 
Politically correct or not, the terror in the material derived from a 
white person walking among incomprehensible black people who did 
incomprehensible things and knew the secrets of death and beyond. The 
Skeleton Key glides over this by having an old white woman, Violet, as 
the conduit for supernatural mischief. Then the twist ending twists that 
aroimd. 

Hudson tries, but seems somnambulistic, as if Caroline were af- 
flicted with the walking death even before arriving in New Orleans. 
Rowlands and Hurt, sadly, must probably take what they can get in 
the twilight of their careers; in Hurt's case, what he can get amounts 
to frantic gesticulating and grunting. The scares are very few and far 
between, the standard musical stings and people popping up where, at 
this point in horror-film history, you absolutely expect them to be. The 
voodoo lore is sketchy (it can't hurt unbelievers, except when it can), 
the plot obviously little but build-up to the big reveal. The Sixth Sense 
made millions by serving the supernatural with a twist six years ago, 
and we're still living with the aftermath.

The following by-law changes which were 
accepted at the Annual Town Meeting which 
convened on April 25, 2005 have been ap- 
proved by the Office of the Attorney General, 
and are published herewith in accordance 
with current regulations. Claims of invalidity 
of any of the amendments to the by-law by 
reason of any defect in the procedure of adop- 
tion or replacement may only be made within 
ninety days of the second publication (August 
25, 2005) or November 23, 2005. 

Copies of the by-law may be examined in the 
Office of the Town Clerk, Town House, 2 Spring 
Street, Marion, Massachusetts, or they may be 
purchased from the Town Clerk for $ 20.00. 

Article 19: Amend Article II, section 1 of the 
by-laws of the Town of Marion by changing the 
Annual Town Meeting date specified therein "from 
the fourth Monday in April" to the third Monday 
in May. 

Article 21: Article XXIX Community Preserva- 
tion 

Section 1 : Establishment 

There is hereby established a Community Preserva- 
tion Committee consisting of seven (7) voting 
members pursuant to the provisions of Massachu- 
setts General Laws Chapter 44B, section 5. The 
composition of the Committee, the appointing 
authority and the terms of office for the Committee 
members shall be as follows: 

1 . One member of the Conservation Commis- 
sion, as designated by the Conmiission; 

2. One member of the Historical Commission 
estabhshed pursuant to M.G.L. Chapter 40, 
Section 8D, as designated by the Conmiission; 

3. One member of the Planning Board, as 

designated by the Board; 

4.0ne member of the Parks Committee, as 
designated by the Conmiittee; 

5. One member of the Housing Committee, as 
designated by the Committee; and 

6. Two members of the Open Space Acquisition 
Commission, as designated by the Corrmiis- 
sion 

Each member of the Community Preservation 
Committee sliall serve for a term of one year or 
until the person no longer serves on the designat- 
ing commission, board, or conmiittee, wluchever 
is earlier. 

Should any of the commissions, boards, authorities 
or committees which have appointing authority 
under this by-law be no longer in existence for 
whatever reason, the Board of Selectmen shall ap- 
point a suitable person to serve in their place. 

Any member of the Community Preservation Com- 
mittee may be removed for cause by their respec- 
tive designating authority, after a hearing. 
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Section 2: Duties 

1 . The Community Preservation Committee shall 
study the needs, possibilities and resources of the 
Town regarding community preservation. The 
Committee shall consult with existing municipal 
boards, including the Conservation Commission, 
the Historical Commission, the Planning Board, 
the Open Space Acquisition Commission, the Parks 
Committee, and the Housing Committee, or per- 
sons acting in those capacities or performing like 
duties, in conducting such studies. As part of its 
study, the Committee shall hold one annual public 
informational hearing or more, at its discretion, on 
the needs, possibilities and resources of the Town 
regarding community preservation possibilities and 
resources, notice of which shall be posted publicly 
and pubhshed for each of two weeks preceding a 
hearing in a newspaper of general circulation in 
the Town. 

2. The Community Preservation Committee shall 
make recommendations to the Town Meeting for 
the acquisition, creation and preservation of open 
space, for the acquisition and preservation of 
historic resources, for the acquisition, creation and 
preservation of land for recreational use, for the 
creation, preservation and support of community 
housing and for rehabilitation or restoration of such 
open space, historic resources, land for recreational 
use and community housing that is acquired or 
created as provided in this section. With respect to 
community housing, the Community Preservation 
Committee shall recommend, wherever possible, 
the reuse of existing buildings or construction of 
new buildings on previously developed sites. 

3. The Community Preservation Committee may 
include in its recommendation to the Town Meeting 
a recommendation to set aside for later spending 
funds for specific purposes that are consistent with 
community preservation, but for which sufficient 
revenues are not then available in the Community 
Preservation Fund to accomplish that specific 
purpose or to set aside for later spending funds for 
general piuposes that are consistent with commu- 
nity preservation. 

4. In every fiscal year, the Community Preservation 
Committee must recommend either that the legisla- 
tive body spend or set aside for later spending, 

not less than ten percent of the annual revenues 
of the Community Preservation Fund for (a) open 
space (not including land for recreational use), (b) 
historic resources and (c) community housing. 

Section 3: Requirement for a Quorum and Cost 

Estimates 

The Community Preservation Committee shall 
comply with the provisions of the Open Meeting 
Law, Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 39, 
section 23B. The Committee shall not meet or con- 
duct business without the presence of a majority of 
the members of the Community Preservation Com- 
mittee. Recommendations to the Town Meeting 
shall include the Committee's anticipated costs. 

Section 4: Amendments 

This by-law may be amended from time to time 
by a majority vote of the Town Meeting consistent 
with the provisions of Massachusetts General 
Laws, Chapter 44B. 
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Section 5: Severability 

In case any section, paragraph or part of this 

by-law be for any reason declared invalid or 

unconstitutional by any court, every other section, 

paragraph or part shall continue in fuU force and 

effect. 

Section 6: Effective Date 
Provided that this by-law is approved by the 
Attorney General, this by-law shall take effect 
upon acceptance of the Community Preserva- 
tion Act at the 2005 Annual Town Election, and 
after all requirements of Massachusetts General 
Laws, Chapter 40, section 32 have been met. Each 
appointing authority shall have thirty days after 
acceptance at the 2005 Annual Town Election to 
make their initial appointments. 

Article 30: Amend the Zoning By-law by adding 
Footnote 13 to Limited Business, Marine Business, 
General Business, and Limited Industrial in Section 
5.1, Dimensional Requirements Table, and add the 
following Footoote 13: 

13. Provided, however, that the Planning Board 
may grant a Special Permit to allow a use, 
other than a one or two family dwelling, as

8.6 Accessory Apartments 

8.6.1 Purpose 

The purpose of accessory apartments is to 
provide additional dwelling units to rent 
without adding to the number of buildings in 
the Town or to alter substantially the appear- 
ance of the Town. An accessory apartment is 
intended to provide assistance in the provision 
of affordable housing opportunities for fami- 
lies and individuals of all ages. 

8.6.2 Procedure 

A single family dwelling, lawfully in exis- 
tence as of the date of the adoption of this 
By-law or an accessory structure located on 
the same lot as a single family dwelling law- 
fully in existence as of January 1, 2005 may 
be converted such that it contains an acces- 
sory dwelling unit(an accessory apartment), 
provided that requirements of Section 7.2 of 
the Zoning By-law and the following terms 
and conditions are met. 

8.6.3 Minimum Submittal and Perfor-

4. Proposed storm water drainage system 
shall be designed to accommodated the year 
storm for storm sewers and swales and a twen- 
ty-five year storm for detention basins, and a 
fifty year storm for culverts and other stream 
crossings. All site plans shall be accompanied 
by a plan sketch showing all existing drainage 
within five hundred feet of any boundary and 
all areas such as paved areas, grassed areas,

7. The names and addresses of an abut- 
ters; and 

8. Such other information as may be re- 
quired to show that the details of the site plan 
are in accordance with apphcable standards of 
the zoning bylaw.

Article # 1 1 

Attorney General's Authority to Waive Procedural 
Defects in the Notice of the Planning Board Hear- 
ing 

Pursuant to the provisions of G.L. c. 40, S32, as 
amended by Chapter 299 of the Acts of 2000, if 
the Attorney General finds there to be any defect 
in the procedure of adoption or amendment of any 
zoning by-law relating to the form or content of the 
notice of the Planning Board hearing prescribed 
by G.L. c. 40A, S5, or to the manner or dates on 
which said notice is mailed, posted or published as 
reqmred by that section, then instead of disap- 
proving the by-law or amendment by reason of 
any such defect, the Attorney General may elect to 
proceed under the defect waiver provisions of G.L. 
c. 40, S32. Under those provisions, the Attorney 
General is conditionally authorized to waive any 
such defect. 

Defect Determined in Notice of Planning Board 
Hearing 

The Attorney General has determined that one or 
more of the notice requirements for the Planning 
Board Hearing relating to the above Article(s) 
failed to comply with the notice requirements for 
such hearing as set forth in G.L. c. 40A, S5. Sec- 
tion 5 provides in part: 

No zoning ordinance or by-law or amendment 
thereto shall be adopted until after the planning 
board in a city or town, and the city councilor or a 
committee designated or appointed for the purpose 
by said council has each held a public hearing 
thereon, together or separately, at which interested 
persons shall be given an opportunity to be heard. 
Said public hearing shall be held within sixty-five 
days after the proposed zoning ordinance or by-law 
is submitted to the planning board by the city coun- 
cilor or selectmen or if there is none, within sixty- 
five days after the proposed zoning ordinance or 
by-law is submitted to the city councilor or select- 
men. Notice of the time and place of such public 
hearing, of the subject matter, sufficient for identifi- 
cation, and of the place where texts and maps 
thereof may be inspected shall be published in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the city or town 
once in each of two successive weeks, the first 
pubUcation to be not less than fourteen days before 
the day of said hearing, and by posting such notice 
in a conspicuous place in the city or town hall for a 
period of not less than fourteen days before the day 
of said hearing. Notice of said hearing shall also be 
sent by mail, postage prepaid to the department of 
housing and community development, the regional 
planning agency, if any, and to the planning board 
of each abutting cities and towns.
